WHT SIDNKT LUCAS LOST. 

Jockey Glaweon nee barchly eritieiaed for kia 
motbcd of ridinc Sidney Lmeaa in the Greaeent 
City Derby, bat there are two aides ts saeh 
caeca and bie aide ia that be lost tbronyb follow- 
ing riding iinetrnctions and he may be right. 
Biding inatmctions canae the l«aa of more raeea 
^ than patrona of racing anapeet and often when 
a jockey ia ronndly abnse d the blame really be- 
longs to a trainer or owner wboae orders haye 
been followed with disastrons resolts. Talking 
about the Derby, Sunday, Glaweon said : 

“I think that little fellow sitting oyer there 
put the bceke into the Tboaaptens yeeterday.” 
The little fellow to whom be referred waa 
Bobert Walden, the trainer of the Derby win- 
ner, Prince of Yeronia. “Only my ridlngordera 
beat Sidney Lucas yesterday, and I belieye 
they were prompted by Mr. Walden. He and 
Mr. Thompson, one of the owners of Sidney 
Lucas, came to me together to giye me my rid- 
ing orders. I was giyen to understand that the 
race, as far as Sidney Lness and Prince of 
lYeroniawera concerned, was to be run as nearly 
as possible like that mile-and-a-qnarter race of 
last Monday, in which they went right to the 
front and Lucas beat the Prince a short bead. 

“ ‘If both can’t get to the front let the one 
which can go out and make the pace and the 
other will come up at the end, and they will 
finish cne two.’ That waa what was banded me. 

I begged Mr. Thompson not to require me to 
take Sidney Lucas right to the front, but to let 
me use my own judgment, but he insisted. I be- 
lieve Bobby then icstiucted McJoynt to lay 
away with Prince of Yerenia, let Sidney Lucas 
make the mcning and then eome on at the end. 
Mr. Tbcmpeon further directed me to keep well 
< out on the track to the three- eighths pole, and 
then cut t yer the inside rail. He tcld me that 
the track bad been scraped on the inside from 
the three-eighths pole heme and that I would 
find good going in there. I hare not ridden 
more than half a dezen big races exactly to 
orders, and yesterday’s was one of them. I will 
neyer do so again. Hereafter I will not agree 
to set aside my own judgment entirely just to 
conform to instructions. The public don’t 
know what a boy’s instructions are, and if the 
instructions are bad and be follows them it ia 
the boy that is condemned for a stupid ride and 
Lot the trainer for giving bad instructions. 

“If I bad used my own judgment I would 
have laid back in about fourth place to the 
three-eighths and then instead of cutting in 
close to the rail would have gone wide and 
Sidney Lucas would have won by two lengths 
or more. I have been roasted for a bed ride, 
but the roast was not deseryed. To follow in- 
structiens I had to ride a bad race. I am dead 
sore oyer it. I thought Sidney Lucas was as 
great a cinch as eyer I knew and I bet nearly all 
the ready money I had on him. 1 have won the 
Futurity, the Belmont, Withers, Metropolitan, 
in fact, nearly every big eastern stake, but 1 
never was more anxious to win a race than I 
was yesterday. 

“As I said before. I believe Bobby outgener- 
aled Mr. Thompson and thereby landed a stake 
that should easily have gone to the Thompsons.”

Barney Schreiber, the St. Louis horseman, 
has sent six two-year-olds to the post at San 
Francisco this season, and every one of them, 
with the exception of Gharenton, a California- 
bred colt, by General Miles, has exhibited speed 
and given premise of developing into a ussfnl 
racirg tool. The best of the lot, of course, is 
the sensational filly, Sofala, by Balgowan, that 
has started eleven times, won nine races and 
finished second twice, running all her races 
inside of tw o mentbs. No youngster in the his- 
tory of tbs Ameticen turf has ever before 
duplicated Sofala’e record so early in the sea- 
son. Klngstelle, by Kingston- Estelle, won a 
creditable race at Tanforan Park the same day 
Bannockburn annexed the Turf Congress 
Stakes. Merida, by Himyar — Astolat, exhibited 
a rare turn of speed in her first and only start, 
finishing a strong fourth in a big field of eleven 
two- year-olds. This youngster is a full sister 
to the fast filly, Mies Marion. Mrs. Brnnell, by 
Kingston— Daisy Woodruff, has started twice, 
and showed a rare flash of speed on both 
occasions. She is thought to be a good filly. 
Mrs. Brnnell is a half sister to John W. 
Schorr’s famous race horse, Liebar Karl, who 
is by Forester — Daisy Woodruff. Liebsr Karl 
ia the colt that Plaudit defeated in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Mrs. Brnnell was named in honor 
of the wife of the publisher of the Chicago 
Daily Racing Form. Bhotaway, by Foul Shot — 
Ottawa, has started in two or three races, but 
failed to finish in the money. All these young- 
sters, with the exception of Gharenton, were 
bred at Sebreiber’e Woodlands Farm iu St. 
Louie County and taken to the coast last fall. — 
St. Louis Republic. 

According to a Little Bock report. Hot 
Springs. Ark., may become ene of the racing 
centers. A movement is now on foot to inter- 
est eastern capitalists in a proposition to estab- 
lish a winter race meeting there. The under- 
taking will be a very expensive one, and is 
expected to materially increase the business 
prosperity cf the town. Several eastern capi- 
talists have become interested in the project 
and it is more than likely that they will invest 
a large amount of money to make the thing a 
success. If the proposed race track is built it 
w ill be on a principle sufficiently first-class to 



attract horse owners from the east and middle 
west. 

Then it is believed that the government 
would give permissien to the promotara to put 
in horse pools at the atablee so that the equine 
thoroughbreds could receive the benefit of the 
curative properties of the waters of Hot Springs. 

The railroads have taken kindly to the mat- 
ter of establishing a winter race meeting, and 
will be willing to give free transportation to 
three men for every two horses that are shipped 
in fer the season. In addition to that the 
roads will agree to spend $4,000 each season for 
advertising. 

Jockey Spencer, ia ad dition to being a very 
capable jockey, is alae a clever story teller. 
While chatting with a party of horaamen in 
Ben Francisco recently he related the following: 

“Whan I was riding up in Petaluma one sum- 
mer I nearly got in trouble over ene of those 
electric devices which some one said I had on. 
‘Bkaets’ M artin, George Snider and myself went 
up from hare to see what we could do. We 
were stable boys and ready to take moat any 
kind of a mount to get a start in the world and 
make a few dollars. 

“There were bad horses at Petaluma, as there 
are at all these fairs, and a bad lot of utensils 
to ride them with. Half the owners didn’t have 
saddles, and the other half any colors. The 
owners were all borrowing from each other to 
get their horses to the post. One owner had 
me engaged to ride a horse, and he didn’t have 
any boots for me to wear. He went out and 
brought back a pair with a long piece of wire 
hanging from each. I didn’t know what the 
wire was for, so I rolled the pieces up and 
tacked them in the boots. 

“Before I went to the post I was told that I 
had a battery concealed on me. Then the 
judges ordered an investigation, and I assured 
them that 1 knew nothing of a battery. Then 
the judges asked me about some mysterious 
wires which I had rolled up in my boots. When 
they asked me this question 1 saw through it 
all.' I took off the boots right there and cleared 
their minds of any suspicion. If the judges 
hadn’t called mo up in the stand I’d have never 
known I had worn battery boots.” 

NOTES OF THE TUBF. 

Manager Frank Fowler, of the Newport track, 
announces that there will be no regularly ap- 
pointed successor to Sheridan Glark as secre- 
tary of the Queen City Jockey Club. Mr. Fow- 
ler, who is the general manager of the coarse, 
will himeelf in a measure act as secretary, and 
will be assisted by a man yet to be selected in 
getting out the daily program. This is all the 
work the secretary at Newport really has to do, 
and Mr. Fowler expects, with assistance on 
the program, to get along without a racing sec- 
retary. 

The popular colors of August Belmont, presi- 
dent of the Jockey Club, will be seen again on 
the track this season. He was in mourning last 
year, and the Blemton horses were run in the 
name of trainer John J. Hyland. The latter re- 
mains in charge of the string, which is said to 
be wintering well at Babylon. 

The different hunt clubs in the vicinity of 
Baltimore have decided to give two days of 
steeplechase and hurdle racing at the historic 
old Pimlico track this spring, April 17 and 19. 
having been selected as the dates. 

The entry of Dr. Nembula has been refused by 
the Oakland officials. He is about the woist 
actor seen at the post there in some time. 

Ed Powers, the well known turf reporter, has 
been appointed clerk nf the scales at Tanforan, 
i vice Nerman Brough, who has resigned.

“Among the stables already at the track are 
Anderson A Gahill (John Baker, trainsr) with 
eleven, among the lot Bannock, who is asked so 
carry weight, 117 lbs., next to the black wonder, 
Imp. Bannock galloped six furlongs yesterday 
and pulled up sound and all right and should 
be start in the Washington Handicap he may 
be troublesome. In this string is the two-year- 
old Counsellor Tom, by Ben Strome— Craftie. 
This fellow is not much on looks, but I am told 
he has brsesed as fast as anything at the track 
—an eighth in eleven seconds. They alas have 
several two-year-elds by tha Suburban winner 
Loantaka and a promising young iter by Carlo- 
bad. 

“O’Leary arrived last week, and will as usual 
rids for W. F. Burch. He worked Decanter and 
others of the Burch string yesterday. This 
stable has recently been rsinforcsd by a lot of 
six two-year-olds from the famous Keutucktaa. 
John £. Madden, and that they are ready and 
good goes without saying. 

“T, F. Coles, Charlottesville, Ya., has the tww- 
year-olds Charlie Moors, by Eon— Lady Grass, 
and Dr. Farrish, by Charaxus— Eolee. 

“ ‘Doc’ Street has Sweet Caporal, Royal Stscl- 
ing and four two-year-olds, among them a good- 
looking colt by Henry of Navarre. 

“ ‘Jimmy’ McLaughlin has sixteen. In tbo 
older division are Charsntus, Premier, Lady 
Lindsay, Cupidity. First Whip, Poet Easts and 
ten two-year-olds. 

“P. S. P. Randolph has a large stable, iuolud- 
ing.Knight of the Garter, Nosey, Bobert Met- 
calf and about a dozen two-year-olds.
